A desirable and highly sought 

by date and type collectors. Far 
above average strike detail for 

the issue--with crisp hair strand 
delineation on Liberty’s head and 
full breast feathers on the eagle. 
Under strong magnification there are 
a couple of light breaks in luster and 
a few random contact marks, but all 
are commensurate with the grade.

Two major varieties of 1839 dated 

halves were coined. The first was Without Drapery at the elbow and they were minted only in 1839 and are considered quite 
scarce. The other was With Drapery at the elbow (such as this coin) and they were coined from 1839 through 1852. Although 
a more common example, they are still difficult to come by in higher mint state grades. 


PCGS 12, NGC 15. A mere 44 coins grade finer. Listed in the PCGS Price Guide for $2,600. The last example to trade at 
auction was in October 2016 and it fetched $2,233. With the demand for white Seated halves as strong as it is, we anticipate 
this high end piece will command a handsome price!

A DREAM coin for the student of 
numismatics. Blast white with just a trace 
of champagne gold to lend originality 

to the coin. Intense mint frost accents 
precision point design details. Save for a 

j tiny contact mark in the right obverse field, 
this coin is exhibiting gem-like surfaces 
(no guarantees, merely an observation). 
Struck from a heavily rusted obverse die 
as is evidenced by the rash of tiny pimples 
on Liberty’s neck, chest and forearm. 
Rusty dies were highly uncommon at the 
Philadelphia Mint at the time, although quite common in New Orleans. 


Medium Letters, Reverse of 1838. WB-101. Known as one of fabled missing mintmark varieties coined at the New Orleans 
Mint. Although Seated halves were coined in 1839, it was not the Seated half dollar design that was incorporated in the 


production of this issue, but, rather, the Capped Bust half dollar reverse. Remarkably, no one noticed the omission of the 
mintmark until 1980! | 


The carry over reverse die was on it’s last leg and it is quite remarkable that it survived the striking of the Seated halves. 


Evidence of the deterioration of the die is noted in the myriad of radial die cracks from various border points around the 
legend to the center of the coin. 


A splendid condition rarity and a prized piece that harkens back to the fabled Harlan P. Smith, S.H. and Henry Chapman, 
May 1906, John H. Clapp, 1942 and Louis Eliasberg, Sr. 1996 Collections. 


PCGS 2, NGC 8, CAC 2. Just 17 coins grade finer, and we wonder how many really stack up quality-wise to this beauty! 
PCGS Price Guide is $15,000. This exact piece last sold at auction in January 2018 for $10,800. That certainly seems like a 
bargain price based on the pedigree and outstanding quality of the coin. Destined for a top flight collection. We expect all out 
war on this GEM. Bid liberally or go home empty handed!

Late date Franklin half dollars were struck in quantity, but not 
quality. The 62-D is usually weakly struck and/or hacked up, 
and as such, this date is VERY RARE in such a high grade. 
The present GEM is a very pleasing, high quality example that 
defies the typical survivor. Well struck devices stand out from 
generally clean surfaces. Greenish-gold patina blends together 
over satiny, frosty surfaces, likely from long term storage in an 
original Mint Set. The eye appeal is very nice. 


PCGS 50, NGC 10, CAC 7. The most recent example sold for 
$1,140 in October 2020. The CAC CPG value is $1,440 and 
the Collectors Universe value is $1,600.

The history begins in late 1963, after the assassination of President Kennedy. Officials at the mint 
rushed to create a numismatic tribute to the slain president, thus ending the Franklin half dollar 

and the beginning of the Kennedy half dollar. Since the Franklin half dollar had not been in use 

for the required 25 years, an act of Congress authorized the redesign. Indeed, just a few days after 
the events in Dallas, mint director Eva Adams had Gilroy Roberts, the Chief Engraver to prepare 
models depicting the popular, youthful president. In January 1964, the first J.F.K. halves were struck, 
amounting to a total production of over 429 million circulation strikes between Philadelphia and 
Denver and nearly four million Proofs. Somewhere along the line about a dozen Specimen strikings 
were produced. These are clearly different in style to either those struck for circulation or Proofs. 
The devices on these Specimens are sharply struck with exceptionally bold definition in the hair and - 
the rims are high up and fully squared. The fields show extensive die polishing marks in the reverse 
fields. The obverse details include a small tine off the crossbar of the 4, a feature that has never been 
observed on any other 1964 half dollar, Mint State or Proof, showing that these dies were used for 
this small production and that is it. Whether these are die trials for the new design, or as a “bridge” 
to the Special Mint Set pieces struck 1965-67, we do not know for sure. The first example of these 
specially produced half dollars appeared in Stack’s June 1991 auction, where a full 1964 set with 
special prepared dies was offered in lot 591. What is suspected is that these sets were made special 
for Eva Adams for distribution as gifts or for herself, and were sold to New York dealer Lester 
Merkin sometime shortly before her death in August 1991 and his in June 1992. The remaining sets 
that he had purchased were sold in Stack’s auctions from 1991 to 1995, a total of 9 sets made their 
way into the market that way. Today, about a dozen Specimen 1964 half dollars are known, making 
this the RAREST of all JFK half dollars, and the rarest non-error modern coin of the U.S. series. 


This spectacular coin is one of the two graded SP67+ at PCGS, the same grade as the D. Brent Pogue 
Collection coin, and is the median grade for PCGS-graded specimens. The surfaces are brilliant 

with its unique satiny texture that sets these wonderful rarities apart from their Mint State and Proof 
counterparts. The eye appeal is exceptional, as evidenced by the QA GOLD sticker, which signifies 
the coin is undergraded in their opinion. There is a single minor mark on the ST of STATES, which 
will forever identify this important coin.

A satiny mint brilliance glows with 
strong brilliance in the fields. A delicate iridescent tone can be seen when rotated in a 
light.

The rarity of the 1919-D is explained, in part by the Armistice that ended World 

War I in November 1918. The economy, which had been kept humming due to the 
mobilization for war and wartime production, slowed down as the conflict ended. As 
such, the mint’s production levels fell. As a recession hit the economy, the need for 
new coin in circulation dropped, and previously issued coins stayed in commerce for 
longer periods, leading to most survivors being heavily worn. 


PCGS 1, NGC 0. This coin last sold in auction in April 2009 for over a quarter million 
dollars and it sold for $270,250 back in November 2004. More recently a PCGS/CAC 
MS65 (likely the second finest known) sold in the Dr. Steven Duckor Collection for 
$240,000. The current Collectors Universe value is listed at $300.000 and no doubt if 
offered on its own, would realize a similar price (or more). This is a WORLD CLASS 
SUPERB example that is rarely seen remotely close to the quality seen here.

This is the FINEST KNOWN 1804 13 Stars Reverse dime 
available to collectors! The Early United States Dime reference 
said it succinctly: “Probably does not exist in Mint State.” To this 
day, neither grading service has seen anything higher than this 
CAC-approved AU55.Of the two varieties of 1804 dimes, the 13 
Star, listed as JR-1, is listed as Rarity-5, and is slightly less rare than 
the 14 Star overall. However, in high grade they are about even in 
terms of rarity. The present coin was struck from an interesting state 
of the obverse die with a small die crack from the dentils between 
stars 8 and 9 and some die defects by Liberty’s throat. Most known 
examples grade XF or lower, and many have serious issues that 
would preclude numeric grading. At the time the JR reference was 
published, the finest seen was the AUSO Harold Bareford coin, 
which ended up in the Ed Price Collection. This one is finer, and 
when it came up for sale, Ed Price upgraded his world class early 
dime collection with this specimen. The James A. Stack coin was 
Choice XF with some minor scratches. The Norweb collection had 
a low grade example (VG/F), Eliasberg’s example was “AUS0, 

but gouged.” The only coin finer is the one impounded at the 
Bibliotheque Nationale in Paris. 


The present coin has a fabulous, totally original look. Even, 
dove-gray and pewter-tan patina shows accents of the palest gold in 
the recesses of the sharply struck up devices.

Offering a 
superb provenance that dates back to Barney Bluestone’s December 
1945 auction, lot 1341 where it was acquired by John J. Pittman, 
where it remained until David Akers’s sale of the John J. Pittman 
Collection, Part 1, October 1997, lot 541. Later appearing in ANR’s 
Kennywood Collection sale, January 2005, lot 342 to Ed Price. 
Heritage’s July 2008 sale of the Ed Price Collection, lot 1442, as 
NGC AUS5, when it was purchased by D. Brent Pogue. Stack’s 
Bowers/Sotheby’s sale of the D. Brent Pogue Collection, Part 1, May 
2015, lot 1045, where it realized a record $164,500 as PCGS AUSS. 
Our consignor has owned some of the greatest early dimes and this 
one belongs in the FINEST of early dime cabinets. 


PCGS 2, NGC 1, CAC 1. This coin has been off the market since 
May 2015. The current Collectors Universe value is $195,000 and 
the CAC CPG value is $192,000. This is a world class rarity in 

the FINEST KNOWN state of preservation and is much more eye 
appealing than coin #2 on the Condition Census, the extensively 
pedigreed Parmelee-Newcomb-Bareford-Lovejoy-Bolen-Jewell- 
Price coin which is NGC AUS5 and has some scratches noted (and 
the images seem to show signs of cleaning).

The currently offered “GEM” AUS58 specimen seemingly “came out of nowhere” when it was cataloged in its first and only 
previous auction appearance. This is an earlier die state than the Eliasberg-Price-Pogue and Stack-Bolen-Pogue examples, missing 
the bisecting obverse die crack. Possessing a bold strike, the central portions of the obverse and reverse designs are fully and 
crisply struck up, while the left peripheries show typical weakness, though the definition is stronger than the other AU58 coin. The 
surfaces are evenly and beautifully toned with a warm dove gray overtones that yield to tannish-gold, soft powder blue, and accents 
of russet. A blush of underlying luster clings to the surfaces, giving this coin a great look. The wear is barely perceptible, and this 
coin is essentially MINT STATE, perhaps the only one that has any claims to that status (clearly the graders at NGC thought so, as 
it was graded MS63 there, lot tag available to the winning bidder). A strong glass will, after careful, intense scrutiny, reveal a few 
tiny contact marks, but generally, the surfaces are free of any adjustment marks, hairlines, or any other distractions. The eye appeal 
is incredible for a date that rarely comes nice. We are shocked that CAC did not give this impressive coin its green seal of approval.

Proof Eagles had been struck going back to the mid-1830s when a few novodel 1804 eagles were struck for placement in 
diplomatic presentation sets. Starting in 1838 when eagle coinage began again, small numbers of Proofs were struck for collectors. 
As the decades passed, and numismatics became a more common pursuit, the mintages of Brilliant Proofs increased, but remained 
under 100 pieces for most years. Starting in 1907, when the mint changed over from the Liberty Head to Indian Head design types, 
a different finish was tried. Prior to 1908, all Proofs were struck with a reflective mirrored brilliance. Mints in Europe had begun 
changing their finishing techniques in the 1890s to a sandblast, or matte finish. The Philadelphia Mint saw this design change as a 
good opportunity to experiment with the matte finish as well. In 1908, the mint began selling Matte Proof gold sets to the collecting 
public. The new artistic concept was not “shiny” as in earlier issues, and much of the mintage was left unsold and later melted. In 
1909 the mint changed to a more satin finish, which, while “shiny” was not reflective in the way that the Proof Liberty Head gold 
coins had been. These too were a commercial flop, and in 1910, the Roman finish was introduced, and it looks like a cross between 
the 1908 and 1909 issues. Again, collectors did not warm to the Roman Finish, and the sand blast matte finish was brought back 
from 1911 to 1915 when the mint finished producing Proof gold coins. While contemporary collectors did not take a shine to these 
lovely pieces, modern collectors appreciate the beauty and rarity of the Proof Indian Head eagles.
